Theatre de l’'OperaComique,Paris.—A newOpers, by Adolphe 
' Adam, has beea produced here, entitled La Rose de Peronne. 
The action is laid st Peroone, duriog the reiga of Louis XIII. at 
the period when this very strong place was besieged by 60,000 
Spaniards. At the rising of the curtain the spectator is introduced 
to a perfumer’s shop, in whick flourishes the ‘*‘ Rose of Peronne,” 
or, ia other words, resides a young Jody, who is cesignated by this 
botanical metaphor. The libretto does not explain categorically, 
the motives which have induced the good citizens of Peronne to 
bestow this flowery scbriquet on tbe young perfumer. How- 
ever it mey be, the Rose has turned the head of a naive and simpis 
Chevalier, one Do Vertchou, but the young lady secretly prefers 
a rich and noble lord, the Marquis DeChaunay, who does not seem 
to care for her. The Marquis arrives at tbe perfumer’s, where he 
finds the Chevalier disconsolate because his noble father, M. De 
Vertcbou, has formally refused to give bis consent to his son’s mar- 
riage with the young perfumer, although the said perfumer is a 
‘* Rose.” The Marquis is in a very unpleasant situation—he hes 
killed a man io a duel, and a fatal duel under the administration of 
Richelieu wss no joke to the surviving combatant. To spare De 
Chaunsy the disgrace of the scaffold, the Cardinal has granted a 
three days’s respite, but demands that at the end of this short 
term, the Marquis shall lead a forlorn hope sgsinst the besiegers 
of Peronne. The time bas nearly expired, when he learns the 
grief of bis friend the Chevalier, and immediately proposed to put 
an end toit by wedding the perfumer himself, and, as heis sure 
to be killed, leaving her a rich and titled widow, so that DeVert- 
chou’s father shall then have po resson to object to his son’s mar- 
ryipg the ‘* Rose.” The Marquis leads the lady to the altar, and 
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op his returo from church to his amazement is presented with a 
pardon from Richelieu. 

Thea follow a jong train of improb: ble though very amusing io- 
cidents and cross purposes. The generous Marquis sees that bis 
death alone cao render bis friend happy, determioes to follow bis 

riginal intention of falling in battle. He rushes to the combat, 
, 6 feats of bravery, but is unsuccessful in meeting with 
the death he seeks. Heis obliged to return safe aud sound to the 
arms of the perfumer, aod the Chevalier is obliged to rest con- 
tented with another lady. Besieged citade!s are generally exposed 
to hissing balls, that of Péronoe bas been batteres by the hisses of 
the public. Adolphe Adam, the popular composer, has done his 
best to support the crushiog weight of the lib-etto. The Opera 
abounds with very pleasing ais, aod if the piece can be saved, 
these alone will save it, although M:dame Damereau, ss the Rose 
of Peronne, played with great liveliness, and earned much ap- 
plause. The authors of the piece are Messrs. Denuery and Leuven.
